ISLAND 

At the March meeting of the 
Sarasota Amateur Radio 
Assoc., W2SAW—Addison 
Ringler gave an account of a dx- 
pedition, of which he was a 
member, in 1965 to the Socorro 
Island, XESL, special call, was 
issued by the Commission of 
Mexico and an old Mexican 
Navy boat was used to transport 
them, the radio gear, along with 
native families, sheep. 
chickens, etc. As the Island is 
uninhabited, the military sent 
families over for various 
periods to protect their in 
ferests, It took them 68 hours for 
the trip as they got lost. 

‘Though scheduled to stay 48 
hours, the military ordered 
them ‘to pack up and evacuate 
after 26 hours, during which 
time they made 3200 contacts, 
with 52 countries.

Chairs, dishes, etc. were 
broken, sheep washed over- 
board ‘and all were seasick 
except the four amateur 
operators. However, they were 
glad to reach dry land finally.

THE FCC AND 
THE RADIO AMATEUR 
LICENSE 
By Roy Scott, WaUHF_ 


‘Ata recent meeting of HARS 
(Hillsborough Amateur Radio 
Society Ine.) in Tampa, Mr. 
John Theimer of the Tampa 
FCC Office, offered some very 
helpful suggestions of special 
interest to would-be amateurs 
land those going up for a higher 
grade of license 

He told us how he and other 
engineers had been quite busy 
designing and building a new 
unit for the FCC which will be of 
great help and serviee to them 
in monitoring, ete. 

Intalking about the important 
matter of code tests ad- 
ministered by the FCC to ap- 
plicants for General and higher 
rade licenses, he suggested it 
might be wise for code students 
toget away from the stereotype 
tapes which lost their ef- 
fectiveness after a short while 
as they are easily memorized 
He felt good straight-forward 
sending at 13 words per minute 
i to be preferred to code 
practice prepared by a fast 
‘operator who merely lengthens 
the spaces between characters 
and words, but the speed of each 
character might be that of 18 or 
29 wpm. 

When questioned about the 
approximate percentage of 
failure, he stated that a great 
deal of the failures are due to 
inadequate preparation, or lack 
sf knowledge of theory. 

During the question and 
answer session, which con- 


stituted the major portion of the 
period, Mr. Theimer stated that 
all ships still use CW. and 
maintain an 8 hour day watch 
‘on this mode of communication. 

With regard to monitoring, 
there is about 19 percent 
monitoring of C.B., but very 
little monitoring of amateur 
radio stations by the FCC. This, 
he pointed out, is due to the fact 
that hams police them 
and maintain very 
‘monitoring equipment. This is 
largely due (othe fact that radio 
amateurs are proud of their 
licenses, and treasure them as 
something special, Deliberate 
violations are few and far 
between, 

About the future of the ham 
bands, he said he saw little 
change because:

HOW IS YOUR 
STANDING WAVE? 

Did you ever blow a mica 
condenser in the Pl-output 
section of your transmitter? 
That can easily happen if your 
SWR is too high — you may 
have200 watts going aut and 180, 
coming back which heats up the 
feed line or output tank circuit 
‘and eausing a break-down and 
short out. 

This trouble will be more 
noticeable when the antenna is 
too short or the feed line 
becomes a part of the antenna 
circuit. In many cases the coax, 
will break down, particularly if 
you sre using old stuff and 
Tuning more than a few watts 
ef power. Usually a SWR bridge 
willshow the deficieney. That is 
why it is important ‘that the 
feed-line be exact on short 
beams or shortened antennas as 
the feedline is a part of the 


coax, “hot spots" 
will show up especially around 
the connectors or couplings 
where RE has a chance to leak 
aut 

Damaged Co-ax will show up 
on receiving by loss of signal, in 
some cases, noisy reception. 
Discoloration of the braid will 
show that “hot spots" were 
present. Check yi 
ssmission line by "feel" (with rig 
off) or feel the out-put con 
densers of the PNET — if they 
are unusually warm, go further 
in your investigation, This 
“FEEL” method is not safe 
practice unless you PULL THE, 
FUSES or disconnect the power 
input
